This, 
m Itself, is quite 
admirable. But 
when it Is cou- 
pled with a ha- 
tred for men, a 
paranoia about the presence of 
men in positions of authority and 
a belief in female sup)erlority there 
emerges a kind of radical reverse 
sexism. 

A recent press releeise from 
the Communications Depsirtment 
at Laurentian University, regard- 
ing the white ribbon campciign, 
stated " There's no secret enemy 
pulling the trigger. No unseen vi- 
rus that leads to death. It's Just 
men. Men from all social back- 



exist against enemies that they 
have created. 

Feminism has to regain Its 
origional focus. Ekjuallty Is the 
issue at hand and current p)ollcies 
do not reflect the movement trav- 
elling In that direction. For exam- 
ple, men have found themselves 
turned down for Jobs that they 
never had the chance to get. Why? 
Afllrmatlve action legislation has 
blocked access because of hiring 
quotas imposed to Insure "equsu 
opportunity". We have to take a 
stepbackwards fiDm feminism, to 
equallsm.

What Can Excellent Students 
Tell Us About How They Learn?

A study presented by Patrick 
Grasslckand Robert A. Hall of the 
University Counseling Services of 
Calgaiy was made on how low 
excellent senior undergraduate 
students approach university 
studies. In general, this is what 
they showed: 

1) There is considerable di- 
versity in the way that students 
organize and conduct themselves 
as students. Many of them see 
themselves as studying in the 
way they are "supposed to", even 
given their clear success in aca- 
demic pursuits. 

2) The students all demon- 
strated a high degree of interest 
enthuslcism, even p>asslon for their 
chosen program. Many see them- 
selves as life-long students and 
look forward to careers in colleges 
and universities. 

3) WhUe most students did 
not study In formal study groups, 
aU indicated a high degree of in- 
teraction with students in their 
fields. 

4) Many students had been 
profoundly affected by teachers 
who took an active mentoring role 
with them. Most students reported 
that they took IniUatlve in this 
regard by asking questions in 
class, seeking out their instruc- 
tors outside of lectures or even 



having casual interactions that 
occurred as a function of a com- 
mon room or club office. 

5) These students are acutehr 
aware of their audience. Theystud- 
ied their professors, Jind they try 
to match their approach to meet 
the cognitive and intellectual de- 
mands of each discipline. 

6) The students have meth- 
ods, they know what they are, and 
they procactlvely determine when 
and how these methods will be 
applied in each course. They have 
impressive self-knowledge about 
how they work best 

7) Tnese students work very 
hard, they react to difficulties and 
errors as obstacles to be over- 
come, and they really want to do 
and be their best 

Many extremely successful 
students simply do not behave 
the way that we tell them they 
should, while some are models of 
the conventional study skills wis- 
dom.

The 1960's marked the first 
time that academic freedom was 
for students as well as the profes- 
sors that taught at the universi- 
ties.

If we 
scratch one word, where do we 
stop? Language is our shield, as 
well as our weapon. I can't help 
but feel that these people are afraid 
of the words and the ideas and 
can't fight back effectively. 
Malcolm X talked about the need 
for young jseople to use the spo- 
ken word as a weapon and to fight 
back. No matter what you think 
of Malcolm X, those words of wis- 
dom are ture. 

These jjeople are ultimately 
attempting to ban ideas. They 
believe if you can't express racist 
of controversial ideas, then they 
will soon die out leaving a 
sanltlzled society where no one 
could possible have their feelings 
hurt by something someone has 
written or said. We can't murder 
Intellectual freedom because we 
are afraid of some group taking 
offense to what we are saying. 

Laurenti£tn Unlversltys policy 
is remarkably good. It contains 
almost no broad statements which 
could mean anjrthing. Almost no 
statements. Article 11 of LU's Race 
Relations Policy says, "The Uni- 
versity will continue to take an 
active role in the elimination of all 
|racial discrimatlon, including 
those f>oliciesand practises ■wlilch, 
while not intentlonjilly dlscrlml- 
natoiy, have a discriminatory ef- 
fect." The one thing that makes 
me sleepless at night Is the phrase, 
"while not intentionally discrimi- 
natory, have a discriminatory ef- 
fect." What exactly does this 
mean? This is ambiguous at best, 
but overall the pwlicy is fafr and 



avoids hampering free speech. 
Thare is a re-writing of the poficy 
to occur soon, hopeful^ it will 
tighten the language up. Why. 
you may be asking, is this a con- 
tentious issue for me? What if you 
ofier comments in class about a 
particular faith or ethnic group 
which, while not complimentaiy. 
Is entirety true and a member of 
that group presses charges on you 
for racism"? It is Impor^nt not to 
gag fi^e speech on the off" chance 
Uiat someone's delicate sensitivi- 
ties will be hurt 

I guess my point is this, if we 
start Umiting free sf>eech in uni- 
versities (the supposed beacons of 
knowledge) than we can't call it 
free speech. We cannot start lim- 
iting the greatest expression of 
human thought or we will limit 
ourselves. Afraid of new thoughts, 
we will return to the claustropho- 
bic Victorian Age where ideas that 
are not "proper" are to be silenced. 
Fortunatetyfor us, this movement 
doesn't seem to have made great 
in-roads into Canada yet... YET. 
But as sure as Timothy Leaiy will 
come up with another way to have 
a psychedelic experience, the 
llmiters of free speech will come 
marching in.

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OSAP - ADJUSTING TO A DIFFICULT FISCAL REALITY.

As of September, 1993, stu- 
dents will no longer be eligible for 
OSAP grants. Colleges and Uni- 
versity Minister Richard Allen 
annouced that OSAP grants will 
be cut while there will be an in- 
crease in the amout of loan money 
available. In fact, an additional 
$132 million will be alloca f>d to 
OSAP funding. 

Aid, in the form of OSAP, 
has Increased 66 per cent over the 
last two years. In these difiBcult 
economic times the Ontario gov- 
ernment has found Itself unable 
to keep up with this rate of growth. 
The ciims of these current changes 
is to help the maximum numer of 
students as much as possible. 
These cheinges have been out- 
lined by the Ontario government 
as follows: 

• OSAP students will not 
receive grants, but there will be 
increased acessibllity to loans. 
Students who borrow more than 
$5,570 will not have to pay back 
anytlng over that amount for the 
yeeir. Bursaries will be available 
for those incurring child-care ex- 
p>enses or sppeclal needs due to 
disabilities. 

• Atotal of $800 million will 
be available for those in need of 
financial assistance, (an addition 
of $132 million) 

• For those who are mak- 
ing $20, 1 00 or less after gradua- 
tion help will be available, for 
paying off 100% of Interest on 
provincial loans . Partial help will 
be available for those making be- 
tween $20. 1 00 and $35, 000. This 
assistance will still be available 



for up to 18 months. 

* The amount of money 
available for students taking aca- 
demic upgrading programs wlU 
double to $5.4 million. The extra 
money will be going to groups who 
have been found to be in need of 
assistance, for example. Aborigi- 
nal students, francophones, per- 
sons with disabilities, people who 
receive social assistance, sole- 
support parents and vLsable mi- 
norities. 

• The Ontario Work-Study 
Program will also be doubled to 
$5.4 million and the additional 
funds will be allocated using simi- 
lar criteria academic upgrading 
funds. 

While it is plausable that 
proposed changes will increase 
the number of students that are 
elegible for flnemcial assistance, 
there has been a great deal of 
opposition from the students. 

Attention to these changes 
is being paid far beyond the On- 
tario boarders. The Student's 
Union ofNova Scotia wrote a letter 
to The Honerable Richard Allen 
stating that "the combination of a 
substantial Increase in tuition fees 
and switching frx>m grants to loans 
under OSAP spells a major set- 
back in the goal of accessibility to 
higher education for all stu- 
dents. . . " The letter goes on to state 
that these changes mean the rais- 
ing of barriers that will act as a 
deterrent to many students. 

But, according to Dr. David 
Robinson of Laurentian's econom- 
ics department, there is no evi- 
dence to suggest that cutbacks 
will have such an effect. "The price 
elasticity for education Is not high," 



he said. He continued to say that 
school is an investment; those 
who are confident that they will 
see returns for their education 
will building up the debt Those 
who are not sure it will pay will be 
squeezed out. 

There is a feeling, in some 
sectors that students are already 
recMng a free ride. Post-second- 
ary education is subsidized to the 
tune of about 80% Those who do 
enrole in post secondary educa- 
tion are largely fir>m upper in- 
come levels and can expect to see 
a substantial return from their 
college of unlversiity investment. 
Grant money has not been effec- 
tivety allocated to those in need. 

Dr. Robinson identifies two 
major factors in the decision to

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OSAP At Laurentian

For many of us, OSAP 
represents the prlmairy source 
of funding throughout our 
academic careers. \Vlth In- 
creases In tuition fees, course 
materials, and accommoda- 
tion. It becomes ever more 
difficult to obtain the educa- 
tional qualifications neces- 
sary to survive in this com- 
petitive world. The govern- 
ment is attempting to allevi- 
ate this problem by Imple- 
menting various changes to 
take effect July 1 , 1993. Next 
fall the average student -will 
receive more financial assist- 
ance, however, a larger por- 
tion ■will be In the form of 
loans. With this, let us not 
forget the 3% quarantee fee 
that Is currently subject to all 
Canada Student Lx>ans. Total 
financial aid ^vlll Increase from 
$688 million to $800 million 
to pKJstsecondary students. 
OSAP will also cover tuition 
fee Increases for the 1993- 
1994 school year. A total of 
$ 1 1 mUllon In bursaries -will 
be available through govern- 
ment fVandlng. particularly for 
disabled students, sole-sup- 
porting parents. Etnd married 
students ■w^lth child-care 
costs. Through these changes 
the government hopes to 
make education more acces- 
sible. This Is very encourag- 
ing for those Individuals con- 



sidering to return to school 
as \vell as those already work- 
ing to>vards a degree. The di- 
lemma created Is ■whether or 
not to accept the loan kno'w- 
Ing that It, of covirse. has to 
be returned. If you are one of 
the more fortunate ones to 
find employment after gradu- 
ating It does not seem to pose 
a problem: In the present eco- 
nomic situation, hovirever, it 
Is not al'ways realistic to ex- 
pect a light at the end of the 
tunnel. Fortunately, the gov- 
ernment allows 9 1/2 yeatrs 
to pay back locins after gradu- 
ation. The interest free period 
Is currently an Issue being 
examined by the government. 
Every year more stu- 
dents reqiilre financial assist- 
ance from OSAP. The govern- 
ment can be expected to pro- 
vide some support, ho^vever, 
the onus Is placed on the 
student as well ais the par- 
ents of those students to con- 
tribute a greater amount to 
educational expenses. Sev- 
eral students are forced to 
seek employment ■while at- 
tending school which Inter- 
feres with studjrlng (and en- 
tertainment) . The situation 
may seem bleak, but finan- 
cial assistance IS available. 
Lx>ok for these new changes 
that ■will be Implemented next 
year ■which ■will be affecting 
all those applying for OSAP.

FRENCH UNIVERSITY

In responae to Mr. Reynold's 
(Lambda Vol 3 1 . number 1 2) "What About 
a French University In SudbuiyT" I flrat 
wanted to explain to Mr. Reynolds the 
hlstoiy of education rights of Franco- 
Ontarlans since the early 1900's.

However, 
universities being governed by Boards 
don't enjoy sharing their power and au- 
thority with what many consider a spoiled 
mlnorl^. Iherefore, the maintaining and 
expansion of Fl^ench language couraea 
and programs would have to be approved 
by a body of people that, don't speak the 
language, nor understand its history and 
culture and has utter contempt for that 
culture. 

Take for instance, the Board of 
Governors of Laurentian. There arcmaiiy 
of these people that don't believe In blbn- 
guallsm and the legitimate aspiraUons of 
the Flanco-Ontarian communl^. 

Therefore, Mr. Reynold's simple 
soluUon Is just that — Simple— He doesn't 
take into consideration the history of the

The 
federal government specxls over 80 mil- 
lions dollars in attempting to give 
fraiKophones education In their language.

efficiently, then the amount eveiy year 
could diminish and therefore be a saving 
for all Canadians. In this way we would 
have our Institutions that answer to our 
needs and aspirations and become pro- 
ductive members of society and no longer 
be the poor children of confederation. 

However, I do want to acknowl- 
edge and thank, Mr. Reynolds for his 
encouragement of the Franco-Ontarian 
community's educational needs. But he 
must truly understand our histoiy, cul- 
ture and aspirations before trying to solve 
a veiy complex and outstanding problem. 
To make a decision, we must al- 
ways look at the big plcttsc. We must 
understand where someone Is coming 
from. We must undcrstaixl their culture 
and their history. The concept of what 
makes 'more sense' Is only relative.

Blue Cross Facts

In the last issue of Lambda, there appeared an article by 
Shannon Hickey entitled "Double (Blue) Crossed". Unfortunately 
the author did not research the topic prior to Tvrlting this article and 
consequently it is riddled ■with errors. 

During the 1989-1990 academic year the SGA held a refer- 
endum amongst its membership to determine whether or not there 
v/aa enough demand to warrant implementation of a mandatory 
extended health care program. The results of the referendum 
unquestionably supported such a program and in 1990-1991 the 
Blue Cross medical insurance was incorporated Into the SGA fees. 
This year the SGA has taken the savings available through 
Blue Cross one step further. An agreement has been negotiated v/ith 
Plaza 69 Pharmacy to limit to all SGA students, with a Blue Cross 
card, a reduced dispensing fee of $6.47: the average dispensing fee 
in Sudbury Is bctw^een ten and eleven dollars. 

The cost of the program Is $52. lO (not $62. lO), all of which 
is forwarded to Ontario Blue Cross regardless of the number of 
cards distributed from the SGA ofHce. Therefore, If students fall to 
pick up their c^ards then it is Blue Cross that realizes a "large cash 
windfall" and not the SGA. Every year that the program has been In 
operation, advertising has been extensive. Each year information 
about the program (how^ it ■svorks , w^hat it covers and ^hcrc to get the 
Blue Cross card) has been included In the &osh kits given to every 
SGA first year student registering on registration day; this would, 
therefore, account for a huge majority of SGA students ha-vlng, been 
directly Informed about the program. In addition to this direct 
contact, there are Plaza 69 Pharmacy posters around campus 
reminding students that the Blue Cross cards can be picked up In 
the SGA office, it has been advertised on the LED boards In the 
Student Centre and the Pub, it was advertised In the 2000 hand- 
books that ■were distributed this fall, every representative on the 
SGA Board has been, on several occasions, directed to inform their 
constituents (this Includes all residences, off-campus representa- 
tives, academic departments and clubs). As \well, on four separate 
occasions the SGA set up booths to distribute these cards, once in 
the bowling alley and three times outside the Great Hall. 

Not only have we made every attempt to advertise the 
program and provide every opportunity for students to obtain their 
cards we strongly encourage students to come Into the office, 
whether it be to get their cards or to ask questions about anything 
to do \vith the University. We have no difficulty being challenged by 
any of the students we were elected to represent. In fact -v/c applaud 
you for creating controversy and asking questions, something ^re 
feel Lambda has been lacking in this year. Howrever, wre do not find 
it appropriate for us to have to respond to an article which is 
flagranth^ misleading, it is irresponsible of the author and of the 
editorial staff at Lambda.

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Sexual Harassment at Laurentian University

There have been whisper- 
ing of sexual harassment at Lau- 
rentian University for a number of 
years. This problem has been 
identified and acted upon since 
the Implementation of a Harass- 
ment OfiBce. The ofiBce is located 
in the RD. Parker Building. 9th 
floor, room 925. Norma McRae- 
Ward is the Harassment Ofllcer/ 
Education and Employment Eq- 
uity Coordinator who assists i)eo- 
ple who have exj)erlenced various 
forms of harassment An inter- 
view with Norma McRae-Ward 
proved Interesting and Insightful 
into the different forms of harass- 
ment at Laurentian University. 
This is not to minimize other det- 
rimental forms of harassment 
which exist such as those based 
on race or religion. 

Norma describes the vari- 
ous forms of harassment as fol- 
lowing a continuum in which eveiy 
case Is different The incidents 
range fh>m subtle forms of har- 
assment such as derogatory re- 
marks (often referred to as the 
"poison environment") to un- 
wanted physical contact. It can 
be the unwanted, obscene phone 
calls or the "fatal attraction* har- 
assment of an ex- boyfriend or girl- 
friend. The common thread that 
appeeirs to run through these in- 
cidents is that p>eople never ex- 
pected they would be harassed or 
would be reporting it. In speaking 
with Norma McRae-Ward it be- 
came clear that harassment af- 



fects both sexes. Harassment Is 
seen between student and stu- 
dent, professor to student pro- 
fessor to professor and professor 
to support staff. All these types of 
incidents have occurred on cam- 
pus at Laurentian University and 
continue to occur. The reality 
could not escape us while speak- 
ing to Norma as she pointed out 
"Laurentian is a community and, 
like any other community. Is not 
Immune to socicd problems or so- 
cial issues." There is a perception 
that events of sexual harassment 
do not happen at Laurentian. Well, 
we are sorry to Inform you that 
harassment does exist and and 
notjustas isolated Incidents. This 
type of behavior is not acceptable 
and will not be tolerated at Lau- 
rentian University. 

To ensure that the rights of 
individuals are protected, Lau- 
rentian is currentfy revising the 
Harassment Policy to Include a 
broader definition of what consti- 
tutes harassment including 
stronger enforcement and educa- 
tional measures. People at Lau- 
rentian University do not seem to 
be aware of the strict conse- 
quences which face those who 
harass. In severe cases, students 
may be expelled fix)m Laurentian 
University and banned from cam- 
pus. This applies to residences 
on campus who will adopt the new 
Laurentian University Standards 
of Harassment which is sched- 
uled to be Implemented for Sep- 
tember 1993. Information on cur- 
rent policies may be obtained at 
the Harassment Office or in i>am-

Resource Center. 

If you are being sexually 
harassed, there is a place that you 
can go to receive support and 
action for the problem. You do not 
have to put up with it as you have 
different options at the Harass- 
ment OfiBce. You may choose to 
take no formal action against the 
person but Just Inform others of 
the type of abusive behavior. If 
the incident Involves a professor, 
you may want to see what options 
you have to avoid reprisal or you 
may want some dfrect action to be 
tciken to confront the sexual har- 



assment problem. If a complaint 
Is lodged, it is investigated by a 
two member panel which con- 
tacts the respondent and asks for 
a written reply to the cdlegatlons. 
The Committee then meets with 
either both parties or each of them 
separately to discuss the matter. 
The problems may be resolved tjy 
a resolution agreement which may 
contain an apology as well as 
guidelines for fiiture behavior. The 
offenders hopefully are educated 
about harassment through the 
complaint process. As well, the 
resolution agreement often con- 
tains a counselling/education 



comf)onent. They may not have 
realized thefr behavior constltu ted 
sexual harassment but it is nev- 
ertheless important to own up to 
t^e consequences of it 

The problems of sexual 
harassment show no signs of abat- 
ing at Laurentian University 
(Norma had 5 new cases the week 
we went to speak to her). Through 
education cind awsireness of the 
fundamental problems, types and 
procedures of sexuEil harassment 
at Laurentian University we can 
work together in reducing a prob- 
lem which no one wants.

Oh, the horror, the horror of it all. For all you horror fans out 
there aimlessly looking for quality, spool^ and maybe ethereal 
scary stuff, have no fear. DC has not forgotten you. They are 
releasing a new line of adult contemporaiy horror, avoiding the EC- 
ish twist endings that have become an industry cllchfe. 

Previous titles like Swcanp Thing, Hellblazer and Sandman 
broke the rules to become the new standard for adult macabre tales. 
DC has also twisted the typical superhero concept in titles such as 
Animal Man, Doom Patrol and Shape The Changing Maru The 
standard "good guy" hero is melded with anexlstentiallst, ethereal 
approach of the mature horror books. The end result is superhero 
comics that you cannot find any where else. 

Now, DC has moved into the forfront again, creating a mature 
readers Imprint that would attract mature readers into the shops. 
The stories, according to DC, should be interesting, deal with 
contemporaiy Issues and not Insult the intelligence of the reader. 
The art should also be professional with risks taken with every 
pencil stroke. DC has accomplished this with the six previously 
mentioned titles: these will form the core of DCs new line labeled 
Vertigo. 

Each title will have the Vertigo label as part of the cover 
masthead to make it easy for readers to sjxjt the books among the 
various titles on the shelves. To Introduce fans to their new line, DC 
is launching the Vertigo imprint with a VertlgoComic Preview. This 
comic will feature a new Sandman stoiy, exclusive pages from 
Vertigo's debut line of releases as well as thefollowlng new releases: 
Death: The High Cost oJ Living, Enigma, Sandman Mystery Theater, 
Mercy and Black Orchid. This should be worth checking out. 

Image Comics, a subsidiary of Mallbu Publishing, is now 
breaking away from its parent. After a phenomenally successful 
year. Image is taking the publishing respon- 
sibilities for its titles, becoming what they 
caU a "fuU service' comics company. Some 
of their hot titles include Youngblood, Spawn 
(very hot), and Savage Dragon. This is the 
final step in Image's evolution to become a 
serious threat to the Big Two. For the past 
6 months. Image books have been in the top 
ten of every major comics sales chart. In 
1993, Image plans to double its output as 
well as add new titles. For fans, this means 
the comics will be coming out on a regular 
basis Instead of on the erratic pace previ- 
ously set.

As far as 
merchandising goes, DC missed the boat. They have 
a limited-edition Supes statue, t-shlrts, trading cards, 
posters etc... Unfortunately, none of this stuB'is com- 
ing out until January (a full two months after the 
actual eventl) With pxx)r planning, they are banking 
that all the hoopla wiU carry over into the newyear. The 
furor will have died down by then; comic collectors 
have fickle, short attention sp>ans.

Album: Screaming Trees, Su>eet Oblivion, 1992. 

Featured along with Pearl Jam, Paul Westerberg, Soundgarden 
and Mudhoney on the soundtrack for the movie Singles. Screaming 
Trees prove on their album Sweet Oblivion that they are no one-hit 
wonder. Their terrific song 'Nearly Lost You." is prominent as the 
second track on Sweet Oblivion (it was a gem of the Singles album) but 
it's Just a highlight of a great rock album. 

Screaming Trees sound like the true 

heirs to Nell Young's excellent garage 

band. Crazy Horse. The band members 

even look the part. Singer Mark Lanegan 

doesn't have much range, but that's fine 

with this bunch. Gary Lee Conner sind 

Van Conner on guitar and bass Just 

thrash along .but It's the pounding on 

the skins by Barrett Martin which gives 

this bank it's life. It Just crunches and 

crackles on track after track. The melody 

never slips below the surface however. 

These guys make music, not noise. That's 

an important distinction. 

The title track rolls you right through the rest of the songs. If 

you're not careful this band could occupy a permanent place In your 

cassette or CD holder.

Album: Alice in Chains, Dirt, 1992 

Lead singer Layne Staley of Alice in Chains admits to having a 
heroin problem (he's since come clean according to what he says in the 
Nov. 26/92 Rolling Stone) and that forms the basis for the 12 songs 
on the excellent new Alice In Chains album. Dirt. 

Dirt stands up well compared to the other two great Seattle 
sound albums of the past year. Nirvana's Nevermind and Pearl Jam's 
Ten. Like those two albums, Dirt sounds sincere. You can beUeve it 
when Staley intones. "I believe them bones are me." in the album's 
opening track and video. "Them Bones." Guitarist Jerry Cantrell hits 
all the right licks throughout the album 
while bassist Mike Starr and drummer 
Sean Finney poimd along as well as 
anybody. Staley shows remarkable range 
as well. When he's not pushing his low- 
toned gothlc chant on "Them Bones" or 
"Would." he hits the higher notes with 
authority. 

With Alice In Chains, you're going 
to mostly get hard-driving rockers, but 
the boys also hit for fine melodies. Wit- 
ness the sweet Queen-like sounds of 
'Down In a Hole." which soeirs along on 
Cantrell's playing. Alice In Chains Isn't 
as celebrated as Nirvana. Pearl Jam or Soundgarden. but it may yet 
surpass those bands in Influence. Especially, if Alice in Chains can 
follow Dirt with another album of similar quality.

We were ahead 6-5, so with ten 
seconds left, the Flyers yanked 
Peeters. The puck went off the 
side of our net. Nine seconds. 
Grant jumped on it, and as soon 
as I saw him, I took off like I was 
late for a bus. Seven seconds. 
Grant got it to Glenn Anderson 
at the red line. Five seconds. 1 
screamed at Andy, "PASS IT TO 
ME! PASS IT TO ME!" At this 
point hockey etiquette was out 
the window. He got it to me 
and... three seconds... I fired It 
past a sprawling Bill Barber of 
the Flyers and into the world's 
most beautiful net." - Wayne 
Gretzky, when on December 30, 
1981, he scored his record 
breaking 50th goal In Just 39 
games. 

For more than a decade, 
Wayne Gretzky has been a 
household name in the realm of 
professional hockey. With his 
uncanny abiUty and profound 
perception of the game, no indi- 
vidual has ever heightened the 
game's level of magnitude like 
Wayne Gretzky. The legendary 
Gordie Howe concedes that 
"Wayne Gretzky is, without a 
doubt, the greatest and most 
successful hockey player ever to 
don a pcdr of skates." 

Unfortunately our destiny 
is controlled by occurrences un- 
beknownst to us. Fate will fol- 
low Its natural course, and like 
£my other historic athlete, the 
revolutionary express that has 
carried Wayne Gretzlq^ through 
the National Hockey League may 
have very well been derailed. 
Physical contact Is synonymous 
with scoring goals in hockey. 
The constant pounding has 
taken Its toll on Gretzky's debili- 
tated frame. For the first time In 
his career, Wayne Gretzky was 
unable to begin this year's N . H . L. 
campaign. The reason: a herni- 
ated disc - an injury in which 
thoracic specialists agree that 
there is a 20% chance of full 
recovery. Those odds are fright- 
ening. 

Many skeptics believe 
Gretzky's career Is finished. Oth- 
ers, such as his optimistic phy- 
sician, insist that Gretzky will 
be back In full force with time. 
But we must look at his condi- 



tion from a realistic perspective. 
How much time does he really 
have? In the past few seasons, 
Gretzlty's point productions have 
somewhat declined. And the fact 
that he Is approaching age 33 
this January probably signifies 
that an illustrious career Is 
slowly descending. 

Critics have questioned 
Gretzky's motivation and will- 
ingness to return to the Kings' 
roster. There is even specula- 
tion that he Is considering re- 
tirement. But listen, why should 
Wayne Gretzky feel the "motiva- 
tion" of returning to a ph3reically 
threatening situation? Gretzlty 
has nothing to prove nor to gain 
In rushing the progress of his 
injury. Besides from being a 
multl-mllUonalre, he's the all- 
time leading scorer In the his- 
tory of the N.H.L., he holds 4 
Stanley Cup rings and an as- 
sortment of records, he's revived 
a stumbling franchise, and most 
of all, he is fortunate to have a 
lovely wife and three beautiful 
children. In retrospect, Gretzky 
has accomplished amazing feats, 
with the exception of bringing a 
Stanley Cup to the city of Los 
Angeles. But even this may be 
out of the "Great One's" reach 
because of the aging Kings' fran- 
chise. So really, Gretzky doesn't 
have too many feats left to con- 
quer, so why risk further in- 
jury? 

I think people are going to 
have to accept the fact that 
Wayne Gretzlty will not continue 
to dominate Uie N.H.L. like he 
has In the past. Injuries do hap- 
pen in the world of sports, amd 
it's a shame that they have to 
happen to remarkable athletes 
such as the likes of Wayne 
Gretzky. In the event that Wayne 
Gretzlty does retire. It will cer- 
tainly be a difffcult transition for 
both Wayne Gretzky and any- 
one he has Influenced over his 
tenure In the N.H.L. He has not 
only raised the level of the game 
on the ice; but he has also been 
a great ambassador for the game 
off the ice. I am one of many fans 
of Wayne Gretzky that hopes he 
can possibly participate in a 
couple of more seasons, because 
In my opinion, you will never 
witness a more intriguing and 
gifted athlete in the N.H.L. again.
